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Claims 218-220 have been canceled as to a nonelected invention. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
at the time of filing did not teach nor suggest the claimed methods of establishing, 
culturing or maintaining human ES cells in an undifferentiated, pluripotent and 
proliferative state on a matrix and in the presence of TGFpl and pFGF, or a xeno-free, 
feeder cell-free culture system comprising a human fibronectin matrix and culture 
medium comprising TGFpl and pFGF. The closest prior is WO 99/20741 (Bodnar), of 
record, which teaches TGF01 is an inducer of differentiation (page 25, lines 3-5).
